Antiquity.—A correfpondent, who examined the 
relicks found at Afpatria, (mentioned in our paper of 
Thurfday laft) has furnifhed us with the following 
particulars :—The Tumulus was about twelve feet in 
height, and appears, not only from its. name, (the 
Beacon-hill) wut from the quantity of afhes found in 
digging the foil, to have been occafionally ufed as a 
watch-tower, of which it is. known there were feveral 
im the néighbourhood, . The armor, which had been 
depofited with the body, was fo greatly decayed as 
not to bear handling; the battle-axe alone retained 
its perfect fhape, with the wooden-handle ftill in it; 
but it dropped to powder on being touclied. The 
length of the: fword is not known; it had been of 
contiderable breadth; the part not totally decayed 
extended! from: the breaft to the top of the head. -A 
{pur of uncommon weight. and fize was found near 
the feet, Which were crufhed by a ftone falling apon 
them. Amongit the broken armour was a finall gold 
buckle, wjth the appearance of leather ftill in it;.and, 
upon the end of the ftrép, a gold-tip of two inches 
long and one inch brodd, with a device upon it not 
unlike that of a coat of arms. Over the head lay the 
largeit tune, of an ill-formed oblang fhape, and round 
it were féveral tnfcriptions and figures, fome of which 
refemble’ thofe:on the gold-tip.. Another {tone has 
two characters dpon it. The vault was formed by a 
‘number of unhewn ‘itones, placed upon each other 
without any cement ; and not the fmalleft. trace .of a 
coffin could be found. Ail the bones fell to powder 
on. being touched; the teeth (as formerly noticed) 
are preferved ; they are much wore, and remarkably
